& & the Countie of Douthhampton, Eſquire, is by ſundꝛyſtrong and 
7 fx vehement pꝛeſumptions, dilconercd to hanccommitted matter 
full of very ſtrange and execrable High Treaſons, againſt Our 
Perſonand State: And the lame lohn Cotton (as it ſhould appeare 
by all circumſtances) hath, vpon a guilty confcience , and ſome 
| pꝛiuie intelligente ofſearchintended fo2 him, fled from His houſe 
=>) and d\vclling,andlurketh o2 wandꝛeth in vnünowne places ; Al- 
though it ſtandeth not with the courſe of Juſtice tocondemne any man vnheard yet foꝛ that 
the pꝛeſumptions and pzoofes appeare to bee ſo fozcible againſt him, as if after this publike 
notice, he ſhall not foꝛthwith come in, and render himſelfe, Wee ſhall haue iuſt taule to con⸗ 
tlude him guiltie; We haue thought fit,cbeſides Our moze lecret directions )to haue recourſe 
to the induſtrie and lone of Our people, which neuer failed Us, in any tale that concerned 
Our ſafette oꝛ honour, foꝛ his bꝛinging fozth oꝛ appꝛehenſion. 

Wherefoꝛe We do charge and command all our Juſtices, Mayozs,Sheriffes, Walliffes, 
Headboꝛoughs, and Conſtables, and alſo all officers of Our Poꝛtes, to doe their beſt and 
vtmoſt endeuours, to ſearch foꝛ, and appꝛehend the laid lobn Cotton; Of whom, fo: the bet- 
ter enfoꝛming ofthoſe that know not his perſon Wee haue cauſed a deſcription to be hereun⸗ 
to annexed.) And doe neuertheleſſe require all Our louing Dubtects, not onelp to bee ap⸗ 
ding and aſſiſting to Our lald Officers therein, But like wiſe to vle their owne particular 


diligence, care and induſtrie, aſwell foꝛ the finding out and appꝛehending of the ſaid lohn 


Cotton as foꝛthe gung intelligence and aduertilement vuto any ok our Juſtices 02 Offi 
ters, where he hath beene at any time lately leene 02 met, oꝛ otherwiſe wo there is any 
lilelyhood tyat he ſhould harboꝛ, repaire oꝛ be receiued. 

And foꝛ the better encouragement of our louing Subiects to doe their duetie in this 
caſe (which Wee takeſo much to heart) Wee doe Hereby declare, ignifie, and p2omile, 
that whoſoeuer ſhall appꝛehend and bꝛing into the handes of any Our Officers of Jultice, 
the perſon oftheſatd lohn I haue foꝛ his reward the lumme of one thouſand 
Crownes. 

And on the other ſide, ik any of Pur Subiects ſhall voluntarily reteiue, — 
to nuey, fauour oꝛ conceale the ſatd lohn Cotton, Mee do lignifie vnto them all, that we ſhall 
account them as partakers, and abettoꝛs ofthe ſaid Treaſons: And if any of Dur Officers, 
02 others ſhall neglect oꝛ let paſſe any oppoꝛtunitie, occaſion , oꝛ meanes foꝛ the perfoꝛmante, 
oꝛ exetuting of their duetie in this behalfe, Mee ſhall p:oceede againſt ſuch perſons to their 
tondigne puniſhment with all ſeueritie accoꝛding to our Tawes.
